his ex-girlfiiend who he id^tified as Audrey arrived at his reslaence (508 CT lmcda S t] to pick up her vehicle 

that she had left there after they broke up which he said was about a few days ago, Mr. told officers th at Audrey 

arrived in a red in color BMW car with a male driver who he knows to be Audrey's brother in law Andrew. Mr. 
fold officers that while Audrey was at her car getting some of her belongings him and Andrew h ad an exch ange of words 
that escalated to Andrew pulling out a black i n color han dgun and pointed it directly at him. Mr. ^^^^^old officers 
that at that moment he feared for his life . officers that Randy and Audrey drove off and hts mother 

Nora ^^^^^followed. Mr. told orficer^iat as Nora was following Randy and Audrey she was on the cell 

phone with police notifying theS^nSeir location and shortly after Edinburg Police Department located the vehicle and 
conducted a traffic stop where Randy and Audrey were detained. Elsa Police Officer Cesar Muniz then arrived at the 
location where Randy and Audrey were detained by Edinburg Police Department* Officer C. Muniz was advised by 
Edinburg Police Officer Efrain Contreras that the weapon which he described to be a black in color BB gun was located 
on the driver's side floorboard of the vehicle Randy was operating. Officer C. Muniz requested a name inquiry on 
Edward Tiger and Audrey Police dispatch. Elsa Police Dispatch informed Officer C. Muniz that 

Audrey ^ warrant for public intoxication. Officer C. Muniz placed both Edward and Audrey under 

arrest and transported both to Elsa Police Department for booking procedures.
